To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Urban  District  Council. 

Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1961. 

The  Registrar  General  estimated  the  mid-year  population  as  4>990  compared 
with  4j310  last  year.  There  were  60  live  births  and  01  deaths,  giving  a 
natural  decrease  of  13.  Thus,  there  was  a  small  movement  of  people  into  the 
district . 

If  ’’Nothing  that  is  human  is  foreign  to  medicine”,  then  nothing  which 
is  inimicable  to  the  welfare  of  man  and  which  might  be  prevented  is  foreign 
to  preventive  medicine . 

This  is  spreading  the  net  wide,  but  is  justification  for  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  making  comment  on  whatever  he  feels  is  or  may  be  of 
importance  to  the  health  and  well-being  of  the  people  in  his  Area.  I  there¬ 
fore  claim  your  indulgence  once  more  for  comments  on  contemporary  life  as 
seen  by  a  doctor. 

First  two  very  serious  topics  which  have  been  discussed  many  times 
previously  but  which  must  be  mentioned  again,  namely  cardio-vascular  diseases, 
including  ’’coronaries”  and  ’’cancer”  including  cancer  of  the  lung.  Again 
these  were  the  principal  causes  of  death  for  the  district  during  1961.  The 
importance  of  a  high  animal  fat  content  of  the  diet  as  a  cause  of  ’’coronaries” 
is  debatable  and  except  where  there  is  a  strong  family  history  of  the  condition, 
it  would  seem  to  bo  sensible  and  health-giving  to  eat  a  diet  which  contains  a 
good  proportion  of  animal  fats.  An  excessive  quantity  of  carbohydrate,  however, 
that  is  sugar  and  starch,  is  undoubtedly  harmful  in  many  ways  and  to  be 
overweight  is  to  be  in  danger.  The  protective  value  of  exercise  in  preventing 
coronary  artery  disease  is  well  established.  The  exercise  should  be  regular 
and  related  to  the  individual’s  age  and  capabilities.  A  brisk  daily  walk  is 
an  excellent  thing  and  in  my  opinion  cannot  be  replaced  by  movements  about  the 
house  or  in  and  out  of  ca^s,  however  busy  we  may  be  in  the  home  or  at  work. 


There  can  surely  be  now,  no  thinking  person  who  doubts  the  danger  of 
heavy  cigarette  smoking  over  a  long  period,  particularly  as  a  cause  of 
lung  cancer.  Smoking  is  also  likely  to  l°ad  to  chronic  bronchitis,  an 
evidence  is  accumulating  that  it  can  load  to  heart  disease  and  poor  circula¬ 
tion,  while  it  has  been  known  for  some  time  that  it  is  bad  for  people  vi  h 
"stomach  ulcers".  It  is  recognised  that  to  break  a  life-long  a  o 
smoking  is  not  easy,  and  the  main  target  must  be  the  prevention  of  young 
people  starting  to  smoke,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  when  people  stop 
smoking,  or  reduce  their  consumption  of  tobacco,  they  thereby  reduce  the 
danger  to  their  health.  It  is  well  worth  while  making  the  effort,  however 
long  one  has  been  a  smoker.  Perhaps  some  day  the  dangerous  factor  in 
cigarette  smoke  will  be  discovered  and  eliminated,  but  that  day  has  not  yet 

arrived. 

Accidents  in  the  home,  and  on  the  roads  continue  to  be  of  tragic 
significance.  Much  is  still  required  in  the  way  of  education  and  awareness 
of  the  dangers  which  lurk  in  every  home,  particularly. for  children. and  old 
peoole .  Accidents  on  the  road  are  almost  inevitable  in  an  industrial 
civilisation,  but  many  of  them  could  be  prevented  and  T  feel  that  young  people, 
in  particular,  must  be  protected  against  themselves  by  legislation.  It  is 
known  that  head  injuries  are  a  very  frequent  cause  of  death  in. accidents 
involving  motor  cycles,  yet  one  still  sees  many  riders,  including  some  older 
ocoole  who  ought  to  know  better,  not  wearing  crash  helmets.  These  lives  are 
surely  too  valuable  to  be  lost  through  the  foolhardiness  of  the  youngsters 
themselves,  and  surely  they  should  be  prosecuted  if  they  do  not  wear  crash 
helmets,  or  alternatively  high  powered  motor  cycles  should  be  banned  ^rom  the 

roads? 

After  these  serious  Lopics,  it  is  almost  a  relief  to  turn  to  the  subject 
of  dental  care,  but  while  dental  decay  is  seldom  a  direct  cause  of  death  it  is 
so  widespread  as  to  be  almost  universal  in  the  younger  generation  and  by  the 
very  size  of  the  problem  is  extremely  serious.  Fluoridation  of. the  water  supply 
is  a  veil  established,  effective  and  harmless  method  of  preventing  caries  in 
children’s  teeth.  Until  fluoridation  is  carried  out  one  can  only  concentrate 
on  other  measures.  The  supply  of  dentists  is  quite  inadequate  and  will  continue 
to  be  so  unless  many  more  peoole  can  be  persuaded  to  enter  the  profession. 
Therefore  each  individual  and  each  parent  must  strive  to  preserve  hi?  own  and  his 
children’s  teeth.  The  heavy  consumntion  of  sweets  already  mentioned  above  as 
harmful  to  the  health,  has  another  serious  charge  to  face  in  the  way  it  has  . 
damaged  the  teeth  of  the  young  ever  since  sweets  became  freely  available  again 
after  the  war.  Apart  from  reduction  in  the  number  of  sweets  eaten. the  regular 
cleaning  of  teeth  is  essential.  last  thing  at  night  should  be  an  invariable 
rule,  also  after  breakfast,  and  indeed  after  every  meal  when  this  is  at  all 
possible.  When  it  is  not  possible  eating  a  raw  apole  or  raw  carrot  after  food 
serves  the  same  purpose.  One  still  meets  otherwise  intelligent  peoole,  v  o  1 
they  clean  their  teeth  at  all  clean  them  only  before  breakfast. 
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If  one  likes  the  taste  of  tooth  paste  mixed  with  cornflakes,  I  suppose 
there  is  no  objection  to  this  practice,  but  the  real  purpose  of  cleaning  the 
teeth  is  to  get  rid  of  bits  of  food,  particularly  sugar,  and  the  most 
important  times  are  at  night  and  after  breakfast. 

Far  too  many  people  think  they  can  remain  healthy  only  if  they  take 
medicine.  This  idea  is  engendered  or  encouraged  by  some  proprietary 
medicine  manufacturers  who  advertise  direct  to  the  public  extravagant  or 
subtly  misleading  claims  and  invent  non-existent  ailments  for  which  they 
have  a  cure.  The  pressure  of  advertisements  tempts  people  to  believe  that 
they  have  something  wrong  with  them,  when  they  are  merely  tired  or  suffer¬ 
ing  from  normal  wear  and  tear.  Education  as  to  what  really  constitutes 
health  and  how  to  preserve  it,  is  a  very  important  function  of  local 
authorities . 

To  turn  to  well-known  subjects  previously  commented  on  in  the  Annual 
Report  -  subjects  which  are  of  continued  importance  and  also  of  recent 
topicality,  one  must  stress  the  importance  of  the  immunisation  of  children 
against  whooping  cough,  diphtheria  and  tetanus,  and  poliomyelitis  and 
vaccination  against  smallpox.  Immunisation  against  the  first  three 
diseases  combined  is  beginning  to  be  routine,  and  that  against  poliomyelitis 
is  also  increasing.  During  1961,  only  injections  were  available  and  a 
groat  many  were  carried  out  in  this  Area,  including  the  fourth  or  boosting 
dose  for  children  between  the  ages  of  5  and  12,  during  the  months  of  April 
to  October.  After  then,  this  booster  dose  was  temporarily  discontinued. 

In  spite  of  the  Welfare  S-»ate,  the  plight  of  many  old  people  is  a 
reproach  to  our  civilisation.  Much  has  been  done  for  them,  but  much  more 
remains  to  be  done.  The  majority  of  the  old  people  themselves,  used  to 
hard  conditions  and  hard  work  all  their  lives,  adapt  themselves  to  the 
circumstances  they  find  themselves  in  with  great  courage  and  resource, 
but  there  are  a  few  who  become  overwhelmed,  in  particular  perhaps  elderly 
men,  who  have  been  trying  to  cope  with  a  solitarv  existence  for  many  years. 
Some  of  them  will  accept  with  gratitude  the  cape  offered  in  County  Homes 
and  Hostels,  but  there  are  others  who  cannot  tolerate  the  thought  of  going 
to  live  a  communal  life  with  their  contemporaries .  The  conditions  in 
their  own  homes,  however,  are  sometimes  so  bad  that  one  has  to  contemplate 
taking  compulsory  action  to  get  them  into  a  Home.  I  sometimes  wonder  if 
this  step  could  be  postponed  by  a  party  of  volunteers  who  would  be  prepared 
to  go  into  the  home  and  thoroughly  clean  it  up,  after  which  it  might  be 
possible  to  get  a  Home  Help  to  work  there.  The  cases  I  have  in  mind  are 
those  where  the  conditions  have  deteriorated  to  such  an  extent  that  one 
cannot  get  a  Home  Help  to  go  in  without  some  preliminary  work  being  done. 

In  this  Area  we  have  no  organisation  which  we  can  call  upon  for  su«h  work. 
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In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  interest  and  support 
and  the  Surveyor  and  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his  staff  or 
their  loyal  support  as  in  previous  years.

North  Walsham  Urban  district  is  included  with  Smallburgh  Rural  District 
and  Blofield  and  Flegg  Rural  District  to  form  No.  1  Area  of  Norfolk  County- 
Council  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  duties  for  which  the  County  Health 
Authority  has  accepted  responsibility  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 

1946.  These  include  the  care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children,  Midwifery  Service, 
Health  Visiting  Service,  Home  Nursing  Service,  Vaccination  and  Immunisation, 
Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  rand  After-care,  Domestic  Health  Service  and  Mental 
Health  Service.  Some  of  these  services,  along  with  the  School  Health  Service  in 
the  area,  ore  the  responsibility  of  the  Area  Medical  Officer,  who  also  acts  as 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  three  County  Districts  comprising  Area  No.  1 
rc  ferr  d  to  above  .

The  Welfare  Officer  deals  with 
admissions  of  aged  persons  to  County  Homes  and  Hostels  and  admission  to  Mental 
Hospitals,  M.D.  Hospitals,  etc. 

HOME  HELP  SERVICE  The  Home  Help  Service  is  administered  from  the  Area  Local 
Health  Office,  Aspland  Road,  Norwich.  Applications  for  assistance  are  addressed 
to  the  Welfare  Offioer  at  his  North  Walsham  office.  In  addition  to  cases  dealt 
with  under  this  service,  the  Welfare  Officer  was  able  to  arrange  for  other  cases 
to  be  assisted  by  obtaining  Domestic  Assistance  Allowance  from  the  National 
Assistance  Board.

WATER  SUPPLY 

Source.  All  main  water  is  pumped  fro®  underground  workings  in  chalk  deposits 
at  the  Southern  end  of  the  Town.  It  is  passed  through  Cand2f  filters  for  the 
removal  of  iron  and  chlorination  is  carried  out  giving  a  residual  of  0.2  parts 
per  million.  The  water  is  then  temporarily  stored  in  two  water  towers  before 
distribution.  Outlying  districts  of  the  town  rare  still  supplied  bjr  shallow 
wells  to  individual  properties. 

Following  upon  the  decision  by  the  Council  to  implement  the  present 
source  of  water,  work  was  put  in  hand  to  instal  a  6n  mains  extension  direot 
to  the  headworks  from  the  village  of  Felmingham,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year 
this  work  was  well  on  the  way  to  completion.  Unfortunately,  this  work  was 
too  late  to  help  the  summer  demand  and  because  of  several  dry  spells  restric¬ 
tions  were  imposed  upon  the  use  of  hosepipes  for  a  time. 

Tests.  11  bacteriological  samples  of  mains  water  were  taken  and  were  reported 
upon  as  being  excellent.  1  chemical  analysis  of  mains  was  made  during  the 
year  and  was  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Supply.  Pressure  was  maintained  adequately  in  the  town.  During  the  year 
small  extensions  were  undertaken  in  the  Pacton  Road,  Mundesley  Road  and 
Cromer  Road  areas  in  order  to  supply  housing  and  factory  development. 


SEWERAGE 

Extensions  were  made  to  the  main  sewerage  system  during  the  year  to  serve 
new  housing  development  in  Breton  Road  and  Mundesley  Road. 

Trade  waste  continued  to  be  accepted  from  the  Norfolk  Canneries,  Ltd., 
and  the  Forth  Walsham  Steam  Laundry  Co.  Ltd. 

The  Norfolk  Canneries  continued  to  co-operate  throughout  the  year  in 
taking  care  to  use  their  balancing  tanks  so  that  effluent  from  the  works  is 
discharged  evenly  throughout  a  24  hour  day. 

SEWAGE  WORKS.  In  order  to  relieve  the  loading  on  the  filter  beds  the  system 
of  recirculation  of  final  effluent  back  to  the  inlet  side  of  the  filters 
was  maintained  during  the  year. 

NIGHT  SOIL  COLLECTION .  This  has  been  fully  maintained  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  72  properties  were  being  served.  These  properties  are  scattered  in  Spa 
Common  and  White  Horse  Common  and  remain  so  because  of  the  difficulty  and 
great  expense  involved  in  installing  pumping  mains  to  reach  the  existing 
sewage  works. 

PUBLIC  SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION.  Sanitary  accommodation  in  The  Butchery  and  in 
the  Memorial  Park  was  maintained  satisfactorily  during  the  year. 
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HwlMp  ditches  were  inspected  during  the

continued  to  be  reported  upon  from  time  to  time  ns  falling  below  the  Royal

HOUSING 

SLUM  CLEARANCE t  During  the  year  confirmation  was  received  from  the  Minister  to 
an  Order  authorising  the  compulsory  purchase  of  two  areas  in  Dog  Yard  and  Hall 
Lane,  following  a  Public  Inquiry  held  the  previous  year.  A  total  of  21  houses 
were  included  in  the  Order,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  11  families  had  been 
rehoused  prior  to  clearance  of  the  site.  Eight  further  properties  were  closed 
as  being  unfit.  The  Council  continued  to  make  Improvement  Grants  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Acts,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  5  'Standard1 
and  6  ‘Discretionary’  Grants  had  been  authorised.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


Measles.  Once  again  Measles  provided  by  far  the  greatest  number  of 
notifications  of  infectious  diseases  received.  This  year  there  were 
235  cases  compared  with  2  last  year  (in  1959  there  were  6,  and  in 
1958  -  110).  Work  is  still  proceeding  in  the  United  States  and  this 
country  on  the  production  of  a  suitable  vaccine  against  this  disease • 

The  first  vaccine  produced  was  that  of  a  live  attenuated  measles  vims, 
but  although  effective,  this  seemed  to  cause  undesirable  side  effects. 

More  recently  an  inactivated  measles  virus  vaccine  has  been. produced, 
and  clinical  trials  have  been  undertaken  in  the  U.S.A.  and  it  certainly 
seems  to  be  effective  also  with,  in  this  case,  no  serious  reactions . after 
its  use.  Unfortunately,  there  are  still  some  disadvantages,  including 
the  fact  that  it  must  be  given  by  injection  and  as  the  new  oral 
poliomyelitis  vaccine  can  be  given  by  mouth  the  public  may  become  weary 
of  immunising  injections. 

Scarlet  Eever.  2  cases  were  notified  compared  with  7  last  year.  .This 
is  not  a  true  indication  of  the  number  of  cases  of  streptococcal  infection 
occurring.  Recently  there  has  been  a  big  increase  in  the  number  of  cases 
of  rheumatic  fever  in  children,  which  is  due  to  a  streptococcal  infection. 

We  had  thought  that  this  condition  was  almcet defeated,  but  the  germ  .  . 
evidently  requires  a  great  deal  mo^e  attention  than  it  has  been  receiving. 
It  is  responsible  also  for  oases  of  acute  nephritis. 

Infective  Hepatitis.  One  case  was  notified  compared  with  7  last  year. 

This  is  a  welcome  reduction  as  the  condition  can  be  very  debilitating 
and  very  difficult  to  control  as  owing  to  the  long  incubation. period 
(about  a  month  and  in  some  cases  even  longer)  it  is  very  difficult  to 
trace  the  source  of  the  infecting  contact. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia.  One  case  was  notified  compared  with  none  last  year. 

The  definition  of  this  condition  is  "any  febrile  condition  occurring  in 
women  within  14  days  after  child  birth  or  miscarriage  in  which  the 
temperature  has  reached  100 .4°F  (3B°0)  or  more",  thus  more  is  included 
than  cases  of  puerperal  fever. 

Tuberculosis »  One  non— pulmonary  case  was  notified  compared  with 
one  pulmonary  last  year. 

Poliomyelitis.  It  is  a  very  great  pleasure  to  report  that  again  no  cases 
were  notified  during  the  year.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  immunisation 
campaign  has  had  a  very  large  degree  of  success.
